Keynote speaker Robert L. Church has been involved 
in business planning for several new energy 
co-operatives in the United States. He is president of 
Management Consulting Services Inc. 

Electric deregulation in New York, Vermont, New 
Hampshire, Pennsylvania, and California, for 
example, has created opportunities for individual 
consumers to shop around for their electricity. Small 
consumers are finding that the best way to shop 
around is through co-operatives. Mr Church was 
involved in the early stage development of the 
business plan for a regional supply co-operative that 
will procure power for housing co-operatives and the 
general population in New York. He also works with 
an electric co-operative and the national leadership 
of several environmental groups to establish a co- 
operative that will enable consumers to aggregate 
their electric load and to set environment standards 
for the source of their electricity. 

He has undertaken business planning for a group 
of large agricultural co-operatives in California - 
aggregating the co-operatives into an energy 
buying group.
